FOREST TREE SEEDS. 

The l*r<i|i"r Way or rrsterTlDg Thoni 
Ilurliia lha Wlator. 

Many ol ihoso who attempt to ralaa 

(orunt trees frum the aoed meet with 
dlsappoln(manl> from not proanrvlnfi; 
the seeds properly, or from not know- 
ing thai «nme ir.>i'< ripen their aeods 
In api'liif; i^r rurlv Kiimnior. and tliat 
thosomnsi lie sown soon as ripe. 
Tho same f;fnnuH S'linotini-is has species 
tlint have thla pc cnliarity, while others 
ripen In tha fall in Um nsual manner. 
Thus, while theaeeds of tho swamp or 
rod maple, and thoao of tho aiivor 
mapio, ripen in tUa apring or early 
annuuer. llio *'n:,Mr and otiior mnplo 
ripon tlirir Ronl.^ In the autumn, aud 
muat bo kepi nnlil tha following 
apriiig. Huoh oftbe sueoaa Inralalng 
forest trees from seeds depends upon 
baring tho aoeda properly preserved 
during tho winter. Thoy must not ho 
allowo<t to got too di7, nor roust the 
niolsluro and tomporaturs be suoh 
that gemiinatlon will be com- 
manoed bafora thay ara sown, nor 
ihonid they be exposed to snch a low 
teniparature that thn vitalKy of tho 
embryo will be Inipiih oJ. When in 
doubt how to best preserve a tree Koed, 
mix ll wllh about .twice lia bulk of 
damp aaiid — not wot aand. but good 
sharp saad> jaat dag oat ol a bank. 
The seed<hua mbcad with land ahonld 
be placed where it will be at an even 
temperature ef a few degrees above 
freesing, and whore mice and other 
vermin may not get at it. Nuts o( 
tho hard-shelled kind, especially, 
shoald not ba allowad to get dry; the 
hickories walnut and bnttornuta 
should be placed In heaps of a fow 
busliola, and carefully oovorod with 
sods frum an old pasture, and tba 
turl covered with aeveral Inches of 
eartiL U turl is not readily procured, 
cover tha heap with atraw, and placa 
on thl* aararal Inoha* of lolL Theaa 
heapa mnat be in a dry place, where 
water will not accumulate, and in ono 
whera vormin will not disturb thorn. 
Cbi"-tnut«. «hich are Tory apt to got 
too dry, may be proserved in sand, aa 
iwallanad nbm.— itaiartaaN J«H-

It 
has eight Incea, each with a fountain, 
and the grass— Juat faalof it — la soft 
as green pluth. Natoral treo* are 
supideiuenicd by planted one*, all 
trimmed and trained to thair boat be- 
havior, but yon will notlea tha feweit 
flowers you over *aw in a eemetary. 
It looka aa though tliose buried in 
Groonwood disdained so •H^beap" nn 
ornonient oa flowcrt See that purple 
hydrangea. First you ever unw? 
Same with mc. Tito bell tolls nil day, 
and that, with the sugge*t)Ta oliok of 
the chisel, mingling with tha ohlrp ol 
tho graaabopperi and the grind of tha 
carriage whe<;ls. are tho sounds which 
bniak tho stillness of thi* vast city of 
tlio (lend. 

This huge receiving tomb 1* capable 
of holding U.00O bodlea. Beeohqr la 
lying In there now waiting for tha 
completion of the aubscription list 
Hero lies Jolin Roach, tho groat ship- 
buildor, who recently died of a dis- 
ease almilnr to that which carried off 
Grant. Uora is a raonuniont t reeled 
by an oht aaa captain liftaan yaara pe- 
fore hb death. Sea that monument 
like a temple. I forgat wboia it la, 
but it wa* made by tha priaooor* at 
Sing Sing and ia a magnlHcont pioco 
of workmansiili*. Tlial Sohornierhorn 
lot I* on property owned by tho family 
belova tba vamatarr waa inooporatal 
So with the larga ronaJ lotbalow, 
where the row of hoadstonea ia ranged. 
That waa once a whole ohnrohyard 
and burying ground. When tho 
church had to be moved the bones 
wero collected in one spot and thoso 
stones and thla monument areotad to 
their memory. 

Hera 1* the most exiwnslvo and at 
the same time the most interesting 
monument on tho grouniln It i» that 
of a young lutly who, on licr nevon- 
teenth birthday, was thrown Irom her 
carrlngo and killad while on. bar way 
to a ball In (he monnment 1* cut 
a llfe-sixed likcnoss of tho girl, ropro- 
•enting her Just as she was arrnyod for 
the fatal foslival. The luco, ribbons, 
flowoia und jcwola o( her costume nra 
laithlully i-oproducod in tha alabaetor, 
atacostol$4&00a Hare i* a monu- 
ment and bronso bu*t of Horace 
Graaly, the pedeetial repreaaniing 
rough plough, a pen and scroll, and 
the young Oreely at his printing caso. 
There is the monument of the Browns, 
Ixyikera, six of whom wero lost U 
ge(bor at soa. It is descriptive of the 
sod catastrophe. The firemen's monu- 
ment Is anrmountad hj the figure ol a 
fireman holding a IRtle child in bis 
arms, and things eonnoctnd witli tho 
department are illustrated on Its biiso. 
This monument is a touching tribute 
to the memory ol the lostor mother ol 
Harry Howard, ex-cblef engineer ol tha 
fire departmanit and rapreaenta her a* 
adopting him whan aavM from a burn- 
ing building 01 a ohlld. 

But the most nniqua tUng In inter- 
ment is that of five maldanlaidlas— els- 
tcrs— whoso agos ranged from one 
hundred to one hundred and aaventsoa 
yaans and who all died witlda a few 
year* of each otkar. Tha lot Jta which 
they ara hurled U called the 'Old 
Maid*' Plot" This tomb of C K. 
Garrison, ex-Mayor of San Francisco, 
Is a beautiful thing In OriooUl design. 
This wonderful monument to George 
Law 1* ataatlmoabti to a man ol 
pluck. When a young fellow he 
walked through the streets ol New 
York wanting a meal. Passing by 
some new building, br some accident 
a hod-carrier fell olT dead at bis leet 
Hungry George applied tor the job and 
got it Tha Soldian' Monnmant ia an 
object of Itttereat in any eomatary. 
but this of Graauwood outtopa any 
thing I evor saw. The hago roira is 
effoctivo in black and gray. Flgnrea 
repreaenting the four divisions of the 
army were east of captured cannon. A 
anliiaa faoaa ia mndacf gnaa with dsad 
bayonalsL A aad sight to this larga 
circular lot In which are bnried ona 
hundred and five unrocognizable vic- 
tim* of the Brooklyn Theater fire in 
187& Greenwood is a groat museum

Any seem- 
ing reflection cast upon the county 
officials by the statement that the 
warrants had not been Issued was un- 
daaervad and not warranted by the 
facta. As we do not wish to direct 
responsibility where It does no! be- 
long, nor to do Injustice to any officer, 
we make tbIs correction and give a 
slatoment of tha faota in the cue. 

The bonde of the Indloted parties 
were llzed at |60 la each case by 
Judge Grace before court adjourned 
iu October, excepting In probably 
half adoMn caaaa where acLbondwas 
named. Whether thia omUilou was 
Intentional or not we have bo means 
of knowing. Court adjonnied the 
first weak Ib October aad an Oct. U 
Circuit Clark BrowB Isauad about 
half of the warranta. Hla aupply of 
blaoka wu asbaueted and be ordered 
mora blauka aad iaaued the balance 
ofthewarraBtaOet.94. Tbay were 
plaoed Ib (be baadc of Sheriff Boyd 
aooa afterwardaaad aearly all of them 
were promptly laanad aad the parties 
reqnIM to ezaonto baud. A few of 
them bare aotyet bua iasned because 
the parllM bare not bua fouad. Both 
of (be above aaroed oflloera ao(«d 
with commeadabla promptaeas and 
we have every reaaon to believe have 
done their dnty ia (he premlaw. The 
dntyofonelatoieaue warraifla hImd 
dtreoted aad of the other to eerre 
them when they are plaoed io hie 
banda aad wbaa Ihau dutlea have 
been performed (heir responilbllKy 
ceases. The records of (beir respect- 
tlve offices show that both officers 
have met these raquiremantataithful- 
ly and Impartially and we feel assur- 
ed (bey will continue to do so. Tbis 
being the case it follows that neither 
Mr. Brown nor Mr. Boyd is responsi- 
ble for the nnn-enforcometof tho law. 
Then whoso duty is It? The duty of 
the County Attorney Is (o prosecute 
such olTcndors as are broaght ap for 
trial and Mr.PayoebulBnolBStBBee 
failed to do (hla. OKy Attorney 
Fcrgu!ion also stands ready to vig- 
aronsly proircute all offenders and 
County Judge Winfrse and City 
Judge Brasher will do their part to 
enforce the troublesome law. It ap- 
pears after a close iiircsligation that 
it la the dnty of none of these ofllcera 
to iiersoiiaily do siicli dotectiTe work 
and make sucli priralc inTestigations 
as are alisoliitely necessary lo catch 
tba nlTondcrs, who are sharp and 
shrewd and ever on tbo alort. Nor 
Is it the duty of the city police, with- 
out special and explicit instructions 
from some properly constilutedofllct- 
al source, to go out of Ihc liueoftiicir 
designated duties tu apprcliaml viola- 
tors of tlie law, imloB* tbey are 
caught in tlio very act of willful 
transgression. 

In our elTorls to locate tbo responsi- 
bility we bare arrived at tin! coiu lii- 
sion that tbo psople tbenisulvcs iiiiikI 
aid tho oflicers. Tlie law aliiiliiij; peo- 
ploaro claninriiij; for tbe eiifoicenieiil 
of tbe law. The proper plan is to orga- 
nize a Law and Order cli>b to employ 
men to watcb suspected places ami 
swear out warrants againsttbose who 
freguent such places and make them 
tell what {[they kuow. Tho courts 
have tba power to lasuo warrants, the 
officers will serve them and tho attor- 
neys will prosecute offenders. Now 
that we have located the reaponaibili- 
ty with tbe people tbemaalvas and 
out lined the plan to pursue, It re- 
mains for tba people to Uke the thing 
In band aad take tba aeoeasary steps 
to get out (he warraats. The Kbh- 
TUCKIAV ia willing to co-operala with 
tba oflloera and auob Law and Order 
elabe u may be orgaabMd. Let there 
be aa hoaeat aifort to eaforoe the prO' 
hlbllioB law aad If Uquor ulllag can- 
not be broken up than let tbe law be 
repealed and let ua try the high Iloesu 
system, whieh ia aimoat oertala to be 
adopted by tba next Leglalatara.
